5 p.m. and was scheduled to 
resume at 9:30 a.m. today. The 
Michigan Automotive Service 
council 
was ' seeking 
a 


preliminary' injunction against 
the law until the case can he 
.tried. The council also or- 
ganized yesterday's demonstra- 
tion. 


The convoy from Bcrrien and 


Van Buren counties was hastily 
organized Tuesday by George 
Schmalbach, partner In the 
Sclfridge Body shop, 2054 M-139, 
Bcnton township. He said he had 
urged area garagemen Tuesday 
to join the protest while at a 
Benton Harbor meeting called 
by the state to explain the law. 


An estimated 70 vehicles, half 


of which were tow-trucks; left 
Benton Harbor at 5:45 a.m.' yes- 
terday with their red and yellow 
lights flashing and with protest/ 
slogans splashed all over. 


Once at Lansing, the area 


garagemcn found their elected 
legislators had sympathetic 
cars for their complaints. 


Rep. Ray Mlltan (R-Niles) 


told three mechanics who had 
stalked his office all morning 
that Hep. Wayne Sackctt (H- 
Kalamazoo) was drafting a 
repeal bill, but Mittan warned it 
had 
little 
chance 
as 
the 


Democrat-controlled legislature 
favored the law. 


Later, Sen. Charles Zollar 


(R-Hcnton Harbor) told a group 
of 17-area garagemen that he 
would introduce the repealer In 
the senate. 


Mittan and Zollar had voted 


against the bill when It was 
passed In 1974. Rep. Bcla Ken- 
nedy (R-Uangor), Rep. Harry 
Cast (R-St. Joseph) and Rep. 
Dcforrest Slrang (R-Slurgis) 
also opposed the original bill. 


Mitlan said that before the 


bill was brought to a vole, he

Rnscnbaum, (D-Battlc Creek), after he said it was necessary to 
help handle growing court caseloads. 


District Judge Gary Stewart, Circuil Judge George Corsiglia. 


and Probate Judge Dwtght M. Checvcr, currently serve Allegan 
county. The Alkgan circuit court post was created by the legisla- 
ture in 1974, with Judge Corsiglia being elected In November, 1074, 
thus dividing the former Allcgan-Ottawa circuit dislrict. 


The bill also creates Iwo olhcr district- court judgeshlps in

Woodrow K. Chuck of the Turtle Back 
Zoo in Orange, N. J ., didn’t see 
anything at all. “Not only didn’t he see 
his shadow,” the zoo director said at 
the time, “he tried to make a run for 
the heated office.” So, if one believes 
in tradition, Punxsutawney is assured 
of winter weather until at least March 
16, while Orange may get a better 
break. 


Technically, the first day of spring 
arrives on the day of the vernal 
equinox — when the sun’s center 
crosses the equator and days and 
nights are of equal length in all parts 
of the world. This will occur on Satur­ 
day, March 20. But as Henry Van Dyke 
has written, “The first day of spring is 
one thing, the first spring day is 
another.” 


Regardless 
of 
when 
the 
warm 
weather arrives, the advent of spring 
is always accompanied by certain ri­ 
tuals. It is frisbee time on campus as 
well as a signal that final exams are 
creeping up. For baseball fans it is a 
time of new trades and spring training 
camps — a ritual that has been held up 
this year because of stalled contract 
negotiations. 


In the nation’s capital, spring is 
celebrated with the annual Cherry 
Blossom Festival. Residents were a bit 
worried about the health of the cherry 
blossoms after a recent snowfall, but 
the National Park Service reports they 
were unaffected and are expected to be 
in full bloom on March 22. If the blos­ 
soms are killed in a future frost, 
however, Dr. Henry M. Caffey of the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture’s 
or­ 
namentals laboratory is ready with an 
alternate plan. It seems that the 
Japanese, who have trouble with na­ 
tural blossoms because of pollution 
problems and tree disease, make pink 
paper flowers and attach them to 
cherry trees. Washingtonians, says 
Caffey, could do the same. 


Notre Dame P rof Scoffs 


At Tale Of Killer Bees 


Could those “ killer” bees tales from 
South America be little more than a 
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bad scare with little substance? That 
is what a Notre Dame biology profes­ 
sor believes they are. 


Dr. Harold Esch says the stories of 
super-aggressive African bees making 
their way through Brazil and heading 
northward may be due to nothing more 
than ignorance. Native Brazilian bees, 
he says, do not have stingers. The 
African variety does.

Brazilians accustomed to breaking 
into bee hives for honey get stung 
when they chance upon an African bee 
hive. At that point, their imaginations 
take over, he believes. 


“ The problem in Brazil is that 
people who have read reports about 
killer bees get fearful and they start 
trying really dumb things to eradicate 
them. The bees react to this treatment 
and sting people and the whole thing 
goes in a vicious cycle, creating new 
stories about killer bees.” 


What about the reports of Brazilians 
dying from the bee stings? 


“ If you are allergic to bee stings, 
one sting can be enough to kill you if 
you 
do 
not 
receive 
proper 
care 
immediately,” Esch said, adding that 
a high proportion of Brazilians may be 
allergic to bee venom because they are 
unaccustomed to it.

Even The ‘Left’ 


Left G us Hall 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - It 
is difficult now to imagine Arvo 
Gus Hallberg as the scourge of 
America, a man so notorious he 
had to alter his name to get 
work. Yet Gus Hall and his 
American 
Communist 
party 
threw fear into millions in days 
past. Now 65 and 57 years old, 
respectively, he and it are only 
shadows of what was, and serve 
for most Americans as merely a 
reminder that there are few 
political m onsters here who 
warrant the worry given to 
them. 


Assuredly, 
there 
was 
something of a viable U.S. 
Communist menace when Hall 
was in the tabloids. The party in 
1943 had an estimated 100,000 
m embers. Yet the American 
reaction failed to take into ac­ 
count the strength of the nation 
and the weakness of the enemy. 
Reds are not supermen, as Ed­ 
win O. Reischauer has since 
said, “Their feet of clay extends 
up to their brains.” In sum, we 
gave Gus Hall too much credit. 


A 
scourge? 
A 
worry? 
American democracy is in fact 
fortunate that Hall has been in 
charge of those who would do it 
in. For 40 years an influential 
Communist organizer» he has 
succeeded only in proving to the 
U.S. people that his ideas are 
unappealing. 


His presidential attempts, ac­ 
tually, are a measure of the fu­ 
tility of American communism 
under Hall. He spent $200,000 
last time around, and got 25.222 
votes, some of them cast in 
humor or in error. This year 
more will be spent — God forbid 
he qualifies for matching funds 
— and in the process he will as 
ever claim that ballots for a 
Communist are nails in the cof­ 
fins of the Rockefellers and 
monopolists. Hall talks like that 


a lot. It is one of his problems. 
The last time he gave a public 
speech even the Left left. 


Hall’s campaign is undoub­ 
tedly 
worker-oriented. 
He 
promises a 30-hour week for 40 
hours pay, which is probably 
why there are always a few 
who’ll pull his lever. 


Hall has spent his life urging 
trust of Moscow. Constantly on 
guard against new thoughts. 
Hall has passed the word to his 
(approximately 7.500) members 
that anti-Sovietism is not to be. 


It is ironic that Russia has 
seldom replied in kind to Hall's 
devotion. Seen in Moscow years 
ago as a lightweight, the Soviet 
world treats him m erely with 
tolerance. Candid Communists 
say Hall is humored by Rus­ 
sians, 
his staying power is 
appreciated, but that the only 
reason he is not shuffled aside is 
that his heirs are even less swift 
than he. 


To his credit. Hall has hung 
on. Other leftists come and go 
but Hall’s CP remains the most 
active and obstinate organiza­ 
tion 
of 
this 
kind 
of 
U.S. 
extremism. 


The party newspaper. The 
Daily World, continues to have a 
40.000 press run. The grim y 
party 
headquarters on 
New 
York’s 26th Street continues to 
receive some sm all contribu­ 
tions. The old bomb throwers 
continue to get together with the 
new radicals in quiet local ses­ 
sions, dreaming of the day when 
private property is abolished. 


And of course the quest for the 
White House goes on never end­ 
ing. The party hopes to be on 
ballots in 25-30 states this year, 
a group of workers has been 
gathered, a publicist has even 
been employed. Gus Hall for 
President. Is anybody anywhere 
really worried anymore? 


Economic Plan 


Won’t Work 


WASHINGTON - President 
Ford is more optim istic about 
the economy than most of us, 
who reel almost daily from 
another 
bus 
fare 
increase, 
another property tax increase, 
another parking fee increase, 
another increase in the cost of 
shoes. 


The President talks to fancy 
economists and looks at statis­ 
tics, but we pay the bills. 


That’s why it will take more 
than presidential rhetoric in an 
election year to calm public 
fears 
of 
continued 
high 
unemployment and inflation, 
coupled with slow growth and a 
decline in efficient services. 


What will it take, short of a 
speedy m iracle? Some pres­ 
tigious 
economic 
experts 
believe the answer may be a 
good 
six-year 
centralized 
economic plan, such as many 
other nations have tric'd. 


The 
Senate 
Government 
Operations Committee will hold 
hearings later this spring on a 
measure which would establish 
a national planning agency for 
the American economy to draft 
a balanced growth plan, aimed 
at solving long-term economic 
problems. 
The bill was in­ 
troduced a year ago by Sens. 
Hubert Humphrey (D-M inn.) 
and Jacob Javits (R-N .Y.) and 
has provoked widespread con­ 
troversy. 


The idea behind the bill is that 
the 
development 
of 
full 
employment and price stability 
can no longer be left to chance 
but 
must 
be 
rationally 
managed. United Auto Workers 
president Leonard Woodcock, in 
support of the bill, observed, 
“ Experience has taught us that 
the unseen magic of the so- 
called fret' m arket does not 
work.” 


The trouble, however, is that 
Big Government planning has 
fallen 
into 
public 
disfavor. 
Public sentiment leans toward 
less government interference in 
private business affairs rather 
than more. Large-scale govern­ 
ment programs to right social 
im balances have come under 
increasing criticism for waste, 
misuse and ineffectiveness. 


And 
now 
along 
comes 
a 
thoughtful study by the Institute 
for Contemporary Studies of 
past experiences with economic 


planning both in this country 
and abroad. 
The Institute’s 
report concludes that economic 
planning simply doesn’t work. 
Furthermore, it charges that in 
the great m ajority of cases it 
has 
actually 
aggravated 
economic problems. 


Business planning is often 
held up as the model for sim ilar 
efforts to organize economic 
thinking in government. But the 
study contends that in fact 
business planning is just as 
chaotic as has been centralized 
economic 
planning 
in 
such 
countries as France and Great 
Britain. 


Fifteen economists and poli­ 
tical scientists contributed to 
the report. Indiana University 
political scientist Vincent Os- 
trom 
argues 
that 
economic 
planning does not work because 
a planner cannot begin to know 
enough in a complex society to 
plan successfully. It takes so 
long to gather information from 
a wide variety of sources that 
the earlier data is outdated 
before the later data is even 
collected. 


A. 
Lawrence 
Chickering, 
director of the Institute, con­ 
tends that even if the proper in­ 
formation were available, the 
chances are overwhelming that 
the planner either would not or 
could not use that information 
in making his plans. Even if a 
planner 
wants 
to 
make 
decisions apart from his own 
personal ambitions — which is 
not always the case — compet­ 
ing interests, constituencies and 
pressure groups will not permit 
him to do so, Chickering says. 


Politics, in other words, in­ 
vades the field of official plan­ 
ning just like everywhere else*. 


Chickering 
is 
not 
talking 
about awful things like bribes, 
only the normal desire to please 
those who in turn can be helpful.

“I feel this statistic is amaz­ 
ing,” Berrien Probate Judge 
Ronald H. Lange told the county 
board of commissioners Thurs­ 
day while presenting the 1975 


annual report for the probate 
and juvenile court. 


“I think it shows the effec­ 
tiveness of this program in 
keeping young people out of the 
courts.” 


Judge Lange also cited the

“excellent program" while de­ 
tailing highlights of the report, 
presented on behalf of himself 
and fellow Probate Judge Zoe S. 
Burkholz. 


The report showed that dur­ 
ing 1975 1.133 referrals were 
made to the Youth Service 
Bureau, located at 89 West Main 
street, Benton Harbor. Of this 
total, 664 were referred for 
adult-type crimes while 469 
were referred for juvenile or 
“status" offenses that would not 
apply to adults. 


The most common criminal 
offenses were shoplifting (314)

Berrien Seeking State Approval 
To Extend Metro Crime Unit Life

The Berrien county board of 
commissioners 
yesterday 
agreed to apply for a nine- 
month extension to continue 
third year operations of the 
county’s Metro Crime Unit, and 
learned fourth-year funding 
could cost the county $400,000. 


The board agreed to apply to 
the state Office of Criminal 
Justice programs for the nine- 
month extension, which would 
run from July to April 30, 1977. 
A state and federal grant would 
provide for 50 per cent of the 
$240,000 cost, and the remaining 
monies would come from the 
county 
and 
participating 
municipalities. 


Commissioner Frank Poor- 
man stressed the application 
won’t bind the county to fourth 
year funding, which would be 
100 per cent at the county level. 
The grant under which Metro 
operates is one of a number of 
programs running 
under a 
complicated state formula, in 
which acceptance of third year 
funding obligates the county to 
fourth year funding. 


Commissioner Ptto Grau not­ 
ed if the county accepts the 
third year it is obligated to the 
fourth year, but the application 
is merely to see if the state will 
fund Metro in the third year. If 
the grant is approved at the 
state level, the county must still 
decide whether to accept it, 
Grau added. 


“The State of Michigan is one 
of the few states that sucks you 
in on this kind of program,” 
complained Grau. 
He also 
stressed that some kind of 
arrangement must be worked 
out with the municipalities that 
supply officers for Metro so that 
the municipalities would pay 
part of the officers’ salaries. 


Grau said the municipalities 
will pay 50 per cent of the of-' 
ficers’ salaries during a three- 
month extension to the second 
year grant, which will run from 
April to June 30.

and fewer migrant seasonal workers, according to Michigan State 
university's Center for Rural Manpower and Public Affairs. 


Last1 season the'number of migrant workers employed in 
Michigan continued to decline while the number of full-lime 
workers increased some 20 per cent, says Allen E. Shapley, farm 
labor specialist at the Center. 


The figures, which are estimates, .show that more farm work is 


being done with mechanical aids, says M.J. Buschlen, operations 
, manager of the Farm Labor division of Michigan Farm Bureau 


To escape the expense of maintaining migrant housing iacilltlcb 


''harassment by inspectors of .all kinds" associated with migrant 
workers and the general increased cost of labor, farmers and fruit 
growers cut back on the use of migrants, said Buschlen.

But with more machines, which require maintenance and 
; operators, farmers at the same time are hiring more full-time 


workers at their farms, he explained. 


Referring to migrant-advocacy agencies which have sued

’Gras Grade Set, Price Is To Come

The 
Michigan 
Asparagus 
Growers, an official bargaining 
agent, and processors have 
agreed upon grade standards 
for this year’s crop, and now 
price negotiations are ready to 
begin. 


According to Harry Foster, 
manager of the bargaining unit 
and other divisions of the 
Michigan 
Agricultural 


Cooperative 
M arketing 
As­ 
sociation (MACMA), the in­ 
dustry grading standard was 
decided before price this year 
so that bargainers “ know what 
we’re talking about when we 
start quoting prices.” 


During recent talks proces­ 
sors and growers decided that 
the best asparagus spears with 


a 
m axim um 
length 
of 7 4 
inches will be called Select. 
Spears over 7*/2 inches but 
under 9 inches will be called 
Number 1. 


The term Cull will describe 
overlength (that portion of the 
spear 
over 
nine 
inches 
in 
length), undersize (spears that 
m easure 
less 
than 
Vi-inch 
diam eter four inches below the 
tip) and white butts (present 
when the spear was snapped 
below ground level). 


Subject to rejection under the 
standard would be loads with 
over 10 per cent Cull or loads 
with bettle eggs evident on 
over two per cent of the spears, 
he said. 


The definitions will be used 
during 
price 
talks, 
which 


Foster said are about to begin. 


The first day of the as­ 
paragus m arketing period is 
April 23 this year, according to 
Thomas Moore, adm inistrator

Journal 
a 


complete falsehood, "sensa- 
tionalism," and "journalistic 
irresponsibility." 


The newspaper quoted an 


unidentified trustee as saying 
MSU President Clifton Wharton 
.Jr. might force the two MSU 
officials to quit because they 
had known of alleged misuse of 
athletic funds. It said the resig- 


nations could occur at today's 
meeting. 


Meanwhile, the university 


acknowledged that one factor 
behind the pressured resigna- 
tion of head football coach 
Denny Stoiz Tuesday was a 
$2,30(1 speaking fee he received 
from a fund-raiser in January 
1975. 


Stolz "treated the fee as per- 


sonal income and...he paid tax 
on it," MSU's statement said, 
apparently a misuse of the 


money. The trustees voted 6-2 at 
a secret meeting last week that 
Stolz should be dismissed, and 
Wharton asked for his resigna- 
tion over the weekend. 


Wharton. had said "new infor- 


mation" led to the resignation. 
Negotiations. are continuing 
wilh former athletic director 
Hurt Smith over the terms of his 
resignation or retirement from 
his job as special projects 
director. 


According to the newspaper

. ing Breslin 
and Beardsley 


relates to Wharton's desire to 
complete housecleaning at the

The newspaper quoted an 
unidentified trust«* as saying 
MSU President Clifton Wharton 
Jr might force the two MSU 
officials to quit because they 
had known of alleged misuse of 
athletic funds. It said the resig­ 


nations could occur at today’s 
meeting. 


Meanwhile, the university

Tobacco and Firearms reversed 
a 1973 opinion on Thursday and 


ruled that after May 1 the 
weapons will be considered 
firearms and thus subject to 
federal gun laws. 


Bureau Director Rex Davis 
attributed the change of heart to 
a study prompted by “ increas­ 
ing reports of its use in crime.” 


The 
weapon 
is 
called 
a 
TASER, after “ Tom Swift’s 
Electric Rifle.” It shoots a dart 
into its victims, then, through a 
connecting wire, can inflict a 
pulsating electrical jolt of up to 
50,000 volts, according to the 


bureau. 


The weapon, which costs 
about $200, currently is permit­ 
ted under federal law to be 
purchased by anyone who wants 
one. Some localities, such as 
New York City and California, 
limit its possession.

The UAW says the severe 
sales slump of 1974 and 1975 has 
cost the union 75,000 jobs in ad­ 
dition to current long-term 
layoffs.

DETROIT (AP) - All but one 
of the top officers of Chrysler 
Corp., which lost $260 million 
last year, received no salary 
increases in 1975, and for a 
second straight year no execu­ 
tive bonuses were paid. 


The firm reported Thursday 
in a proxy statement that the 
only raise to a top officer last 
year went to company President 
Eugene A. Cafiero, who was 
elevated from executive vice 
president 
last 
October. 
Cafiero’s salary of $181,042 was 
increased from $158.958 in 1974. 


Chairman John J. Riccardo, 
Chrysler president for the first 
nine 
months 
of 
the 
year, 
received $215,625 in salary last 
year, the same amount he was 
paid in 1974, when the firm lost 
$52 million. 


In addition, outside directors 
of the firm voted themselves a 
pay cut a year ago, reducing 
their annual fee from $10,000 to 
$7.5(H). 


Overall, 51 Chrysler officers 
and directors received a total of 
$3,623,186 in salaries last year.

Now Uses Poetry 
To Back Workers

MILAN, Italy (A P) - In the 
hot years of student unrest, 
Giulio Stocchi 
pursued 
the 
cause of proletarian revolution 
by hurling tomatoes ajid stones 
at policemen and visiting poli­ 
tical leaders. 


Former U.S. Vice President 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey 
was 
among his targets. Stocchi 
claims, hit by an egg during a 
visit to Italy. 


Ten years later, at age 32 
Stocchi, a curly haired, bespec­ 
tacled philosophy student, has 
turned to a more gentle way to 
support the cause of workers — 
poetry. 


His poems about occupied 
factories, fired workers and 
political violence — all serious 
problems gripping this country 
— have won a large audience of 
students and workers in the past 
few months. 


When Stocchi first read to a 
crowd of 50,(MM) strikers crowd­ 
ing Milan’s cathedral square 
last December, reciting a verse 
about the workers dismissed by 
an auto firm, he received roar­ 
ing applause, louder than that 
given to union leader Luciano 
Lama. 


Now dubbed “ The Poet of the 
Workers,” Stocchi says he did 
not expect such success. 


“ I was afraid to read a poem 
to workers. I feared not being 
understood. But they realized I 


could also support their strug­ 
gle through poetry,” Stocchi 
said. 


Since his first public ap­ 
pearance, Stocchi has been in­ 
vited to read his poems in 
various factories and at political 
rallies. He even gets “ orders” 
for poems by workers. 


“ They call me at home, 
asking 
some 
lines 
about 
problems at their plants, or 
about their fight for a new con­ 
tract. They now trust poetry, or 
at least this kind of social 
poetry,” he said. 


His most popular work, writ­ 
ten after the Ixniand-Innocenti 
auto factory was closed by the 
British parent company with the 
loss of 4,500 jobs, was printed by 
the metalworkers unions and 
distributed among blue collar 
employes of several Italian 
firms. 


Stocchi, an avowed leftist 
militant, has written poems at­ 
tacking President Ford’s visit to 
Italy last year, and about leftist 
students killed in clashes with 
police. 


‘‘I write against capitalism 
and of Italy’s social plagues. 
But I also deal with love I have 
been writing poems since I was 
15 and many of my works were 
devoted to love I also read love 
poems to the workers and they 
liked them as much as the ones 
about their problems," Stocchi 
said. 


“ I could become a ‘profes­ 
sional’ poet, but not from the 
financial point of view. Profes­ 
sional because I could devote 
full time to poetry,” Stocchi 
explained. 


To 
support 
himself 
he 
translates poems from Spanish 
and French. 


Stocchi devotes much of his 
time to meetings with workers 
in factories. 


“ You 
must 
live 
their 
problems to write about the 
problems. This is essential for 
understanding their fight and 
bridging the gap which has al­ 
ways divided the workers and 
the so-called intellectuals,” he 
asserted.

GIULIO STOCCHI 
Poet of the workers 


On Tuesday night, March 9, I 
finished a seminar at 7:30 and 
went to get my coat. As I was 
turning off the lights in my of­ 
fice, one of my students rushed 
up and said, “ Carter has won 42 
per cent in Florida! ” Looking at 
my watch, I noted that many of 
the polls hadn’t yet closed and 
asked for the source — “ The 
CBS check of key precincts.” 
Although it was unexpected, it 
was a pleasure to know George 
Wallace had been beaten. . .but 
then came the recollection of the 
Massachusetts version of the 
CBS poll of “ key precincts,” 
which had Morris Udall win­ 
ning. My student told me that 
Wallace received 30 percent and 
Scoop Jackson 18. 


Politics must bow to the 
“ Adams Chronicles,” but at 10 
p.m. we tuned in and discovered

precincts" 
seemed to be having some 
problems: Carter was down to 
about 37 percent, Wallace sta­ 
ble, but Jackson had moved up 
to 20. We went to bed and 
awakened Wednesday morning 
to discover that in the final tally 
Carter had received 34 percent, 


Wallace, 31, and Jackson 24. 
The New York Times managed 
to keep Udall in the race with a 
subhead: “ Udall Fourth” ; ac­ 
tually he was sixth with 2 per­ 
cent.

down to 3, he quietly vanished. 


On 
the

Drug ‘Excesses’ Told 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — The Michigan D epartm ent of 
Mental Health has issued guidelines for use of mind-affecting 
drugs In the wake of a report that they are widely used in ex- 
n-ss of recommended maximum doses. A report issued earlier 
this week by the auditor general's office says a survey of pa­ 
tients in state mental hospitals showed 97 per cent received at 
least one of the so-called ’ psychotropic” drugs and about half 
received two or more such drugs. 


The audit survey also showed that 30 per cent received such 
drugs in excess of recom mended maxi m um s and many 
received them for longer periods than are generally recom­ 
mended. The psychotropic drugs are used for treatm ent of 
depression, anxiety and psychosis. Some critics have charged 
they are used more to control patients than as a cure.

FBI REPORT 
N-Plants Survive 
Threats From Kooks

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s nuclear facilities have 
faced bomb threats, several a r­ 
son attem pts 
and cases of 
people 
breaking 
through 
security, but none of these in­ 
cidents has resulted in a major 
problem that would endanger 
the public, according to federal 
authorities. 


Authorities 
also 
disclosed 
Thursday that since 1970 there 
were 28 incidents in which per­ 
sons threatened to use nuclear 
material against cities. In each 
case, FBI investigations un­ 
covered no unauthorized pos­ 
session of nuclear m aterial, of­ 
ficials said, and the threats 
were labeled the work of crack­ 
pots and the mentally ill. The 
FBI refused to discuss the in­ 
cidents. 


Authorities said there have 
been at least 175 threats or ac­ 
tual acts of violence against 
nuclear facilities since 1969. 


A spokesman for the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission (NRC) 
said most involved telephone 
bomb threats that proved false, 
but he acknow ledged there also 
were several arson attem pts 
and in two cases a pipe bomb 
and dynamite were found. 


Nuclear regulatory officials, 
not wanting to give ideas to po­ 
tential terrorists or saboteurs.

"W e wanted to find out if 
people with twisted minds are 
thinking nuclear,” said the 
nuclear power critic, ‘‘and it 
appears that they are.” 


The NRC information listed 99 
incidents of threats or violence 
at licensed nuclear facilities, 
which include research reactors 
and power plants. The Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
m inistration, 
which 
also 
released figures to Cubie, said 
there were 76 such incidents 
since 1969 involving govern- 
ment-owned or operated facili­ 
ties, wliich are not licensed by 
the NRC but responsible to ER- 
DA. 


Among the incidents the NRC 
listed, but did not elaborate on. 
was a pipe bomb found on May 
4, 1969, near an Illinois Institute 
of Technology reactor and an 
undisclosed amount of «ynamite 
found in September 1970 outside 
a Wisconsin Michigan Power 
Co. plant. 


Several breakins or incidents 
of people breaching security 
fences were reported, but the 
NRC said nothing was taken.

WATERVLIET — A m eeting called to protest property reas­ 
sessments in Watervliet township drew 11 people last night, along 
with pledges to begin a letter-w riting cam paign and petitions 
asking for an investigation by the state tax commission. 


Mrs. Robert (Karen) Postelli. in whose North W atervliet home 
the meeting was held, alleged that some township officials, some 
of their friends and relatives and some prominent businessmen, 
have not had their property assessed at the same rate applied to 
others. She urged those at her home to start comparing the as­ 
sessments on homes around them; demand assessm ent figures 
from township officials "in w riting” ; search for other dissatisfied 
property owners; and begin sending letters to State Sen. Harry A. 


DeMaso, R-Battle Creek, a member of the Senate’s taxation com­ 
mittee. ‘‘Our goal.” her husband Robert said, “ is to get the state 
tax commission in here.” 


Mrs. Postelli, 33. has been carrying on what has been up to this 
time, a one-person cam paign against what she alleges were 
property reassessm ents that were not uniform. 


She said last night before the beginning of the two-hour meeting 
that she has decided to run for election as Watervliet township 
supervisor, a post that incumbent Supervisor Lyle Woodworth has 
already said he would not seek re-election to. Woodworth, who has 
been supervisor for four years, announced on March 1 that a 
property reassessment had produced property value increases for 
over half of the 1,864 properties in the township. 


He added that about 12 per cent of the assessments went down as 
he and Assessor Michael McGuir sought to put the township in 


compliance with a state law requiring real property assessments 
be at 50 per cent of their market v alues. 


Mrs. Postelli said last night: ‘‘As long as reassessm ents arc 
across the board, and done fairly, no one is going to complain But 
I don't think it was and that’s why everything is out of whack.”
